♦The  area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death 
rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  from  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  In 
addition,  the  death  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential 
institutions  in  each  area.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates 

are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  factor,  they  are 
comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with  the 
corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  area  for  that  year.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Section  47  -  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of 
Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 


Under  this  Section  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  having  obtained 
authority  from  the  Council,  can  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction 
for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is 
suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically 
incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  this  year  to  take  formal  action  under  this 

Act .

HOUSING 


During  the  year  210  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  60  houses  in  course  of  erection.  48  Council 
flats  were  completed  during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Lutterworth 


The  new  Lutterworth  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  nearing  completion  and 
should  be  operational  in  the  spring  of  1971.  This  will  serve  Lutterworth 
and  the  parishes  of  Bitteswell,  Misterton  and  Cotesbach  and  these  villages 
have  already  been  sewered.  The  old  Lutterworth  Works  will  be  by-passed 
although  the  irrigation  area  will  remain  for  storm  water  overflow  treatment. 

The  pumping  stations  at  Maino  Crescent  and  Central  Avenue,  Lutterworth 
will  be  abandoned. 

Kimcote 

The  contract  is  well  in  hand  for  the  enlargement  of  these  works. 

After  completion  the  small  private  works  at  Upper  Bruntingthorpe  will  be 
abandoned . 

Sw inford 

Swinford  has  been  sewered  for  the  first  time  and  the  new  works  came 
into  operation  in  June,  It  now  seems  to  be  working  very  satisfactorily. 
Land  irrigation  is  used  as  part  of  the  treatment  process. 

Claybrooke 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  at  the  Claybrooke  Works  but  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  sufficiently  improve  the  standard  of 
effluent  by  some  form  of  tertiary  treatment  and  various  methods  are  being 
experimented  with  and  the  installation  should  be  completed  next  year. 
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COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 


Further  use  is  being  made  of  paper  sacks  as  bin  liners  at  Lutterworth, 
Broughton  Astley,  Peatling  Parva,  Upper  Bruntingthorpe ,  Gilmorton,  North  and 
South  Kilworth  and  Ullesthorpe.  Collections  are  fairly  regular  although 
it  is  not  possible  to  achieve  a  seven  day  collection  in  all  parts  of  the 
district . 

The  Gilmorton  tip  was  abandoned  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  Lutterworth  Tip  will  be  closed  to  all  but  emergency  tipping  early 
in  the  new  year.  Arrangements  have  already  been  made  with  the  Rugby  Rural 
District  Council  for  disposal  at  their  new  tip  in  Coalpit  Lane  where  a 
railway  cutting  is  being  filled. 

CONVERSIONS 


Four  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during 
the  year.
